Trying Blast Germans Out. 
Heavy French batteries, the dis- 
patches said, were dropping large 
caliber shells on the west wall 
casements in an effort to blast 
German defenders from their posi- 
lions In the heavily fortified zone.

the French declared the nazl ar- 
tillery was failing to make direct 
hits on advanced French posi- 
tions. 
Most of the artillery action was 
reported centered south of the 
German town or Saarbruechken 
and along the muter river, where 
the Maginot and Siegfried lines 
are closest. 
Dispatches said Sunday night 
was comparatively quiet along the 
entire front as the Germans failed 
'to renew assaults they have been 
launch'ng during the past few 
days with small bodies of troops 
between the Rhine and Moselle 
rivers. 
Earlier, the French, taking ad- 
vantage of the lull in German 
thrusts, it was said, assumed the 
Initiative at several points to con- 
solidate positions and thwart nazl 
preparations for new attacks. 
Extent of Action. 
French dispatches said the ac-

Polish Campaign Knded 
These quarters said the high com- 
mand, which announced the Polish 
campaign officially "ended," was 
concentrating Its entire attention 
on the western front. 
The same sources regarded as

that construction of a bombproof

headquarters 
had b e e n 
started "somewhere In the west." 
There were Indications the Ger- 
mans planned to limit hostilities 
against France as much as possible 
in the hope of weaning the French 
away from Britain.

developed 
a 
hospital on 


wheels for patients in the 
country, 
intended chiefly 


for use in maternity cases. 


As described before the 


'American Congress on Ob- 
sl^etrics, it is a "hospital- 
ambulance - delivery - room 
trailer." It is equipped with 
two Pullman-type beds, an 
oil stove for heating, an- 
other for sterilizing, an ice 
box for preservation of bio- 
logical chemicals, a gaso- 
line 
electric 
generator 


which . produces 
electric 


lights, an operating table' 
oxygen equipment a port- 
able X-ray machine and 
more than 2,000 drugs. 


This sounds almost too 


good to be true. Many a 
country doctor has accom- 
plished near-miracles with 
much less equipment, among 
them the celebrated Dr. 
Alan Roy Dafoe. 


Yet it is a fine thing and 


may be widely copied. It 
means that the rural moth- 
er, to whom no modern 
hospital is available, can 
yet have the services of a 
doctor well supplied with 
good light, competent facili- 
ties for sterilizing, and 30 
on. Such an outfit should 
save many a mother and in- 
fant from avoidable infec- 
tions, injury and death.

War devices are improv- 


ing so rapidly that it is 
hard to keep up with them. 
An airplane said to have 
been built for the United 
States Army by the Nation- 
al Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics is credited with 
being able to approach an 
objective in complete sil- 
ence. 


It will make noise—plen- 


ty of it. But only when the 
plane has passed a given 
point can anyone at that 
point hear the noise. And 
by that time the plane will 
be beyond attack. 


Such a miracle is the re- 


sult of speed not attainec 
yet by any other plane. By 
means of a marvelous mo- 
tor and a new type of wing 
the plane is said to be 
capable of flying 500 miles 
an hour. Since the speed of 
sound is only 475 miles an 
hour, the plane's noise will 
not go ahead of it but trail 
behind it, somewhat like the 
wake of a boat.

Japan and Italy is that the 
former group honestly call 
it war instead of an "inci- 
dent" or a "punitive expe- 
dition" or an "adventure."

ed funds available to the U. S. 
soil conservation 
service, 
says 


Regional Director H. H. Flnnell, 
will permit completion of water 
conservation projects under con- 
struction in the Texas Panhandle. 


Finnell said work on the water 


conservation 
projects 
or 
lakes 


which had been sponsored by the 
Panhandle water conservation au- 
thority had been curtailed since 
July 1 due to lack of funds for 
that type of project. He advanced 
the same reason for reduction of 
work on submarginal land which 
had been purchased by tho gov- 
ernment in severely eroded areas. 


"Funds are not available 
for 


any new projects of these types." 
he asserted, "so it will be possible 
only to complete the water con- 
servation projects started and de- 
veloped, to a limited extent, land 
utilization projects with existing 
appropriations." 


Texas Panhandle lakes on which 


work has been 
curtailed 
and 


which will be completed are lo- 
cated on the Rita Blanca creek 
near Dalhart, on McClellan creek 
near McLean, on Tule creek near 
Tulla and on Wolf creek near 
Perryton.

finished, except for details, sev- 
eral months ago. These have been 
opened to the public for recrea- 
tional purposes.

Landon was quoted by the New 
York Telegram in a copyright In- 
terview as favoring adjourning all 
party politics but asserting It was 
up to the president to Insure such 
adjournment by removing himself 
from the 1940 picture.

GROWERS TO DECIDE ON 


MARKETING QUOTAS 


COLLEGE STATION, Sept. 25. 
•—(Spl.)—Faced with a tremen- 
dous cotton surplus, 800,000 Texas 
cotton farmers are Invited to go to 
the polls, December 9 to cast their 
votes in a Southwlde referendum 
to decide whether cotton market- 
Ing quotas will b* in effect for 
1940. 
In vetting a national marketing 
quota of approximately 12 million 
bales during the marketing year 
beginning August 1, 1940, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Henry A. Wal- 
lace, pointed out the quota was 
mandatory under the agricultural 
adjustment act when total sup- 
plies reach 107 per cent of the 
normal supply. 


The supply of cotton on hand 
August 1 amounted to 25,500,000 
bales, according to the depart- 
ment of agriculture, or 140 per 
cent of the ''normal" supply of 
18,200,000 bales. 


Unless the cotton farmers them- 
selves vote for contlunance 
of 
quotas they will not b« In effect 
next year, Wallace said. The quo- 
ta for 1940 is the same as for 1939 
•which WBJ approved by 84.1 per 
eent of the producers in the ref- 
erendum last year. 
Regardless of the outcome of 
the 
referendum, 
conservation 
phases of the agricultural conser- 
vation progrsm will be continued. 
Of the producers voting, at least 
76 per cent must favor contin- 
uance of the marketing quota for 
It to remain in effect.
